LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES 

sir Stafford Northcote on Euglana's 
Policy. 

Ecpjited Safety of RussiaM at Schipka 
Pass. 



London, Aug. 27-Sir Stafford Nor b- 
ODto, in a speech at Plymouth last night, 
deolarea that the duty of Englund at th3 
wrosont moment was to pursue a policy 
of tho BtrioteBt neatrulity. Occa«iou 
miKht arise on which doBnito policy 
woHld bo iiflcessary; but under present 
circumBtauc.es the duty of the Govern 
meut was to keep in view and maintain in 
every ponsiblo way the position of inllii 
cnco of England so that it could ho of as 
aistanoa iu biiugiug this most misonUiio 
tUsastrous, oruol "ud barburous war to n 
close. As tho struggle booamo more and 
more mortal tho necessity increased lor 
England so to plon her conduct as to 
avoid the possibility of her motive or Bin- 
oority being misiuulerstood or siiepccted 
On cither aide they had faid tho intoresi; 
of England must bo protested if nttafk(>(l 
and ho maintuiuod thii position, but not 
iu the narrow aud selfish sense which had 
been ascribed to tho phrufio. What they 
wiahod wa» in the interest of humanity 
and the world at large— to bring out it 
possible a settlement of tho unhappy 
quarrel which at present desolates Eu_ 
rope. He hoped the Government would 
bo allowed, without having to contend 
with excited oulbnrRts, to do their duty 
and exercise that lufluenco which still re- 
mained to Great Britiau in tlie couusobi 
of Europe. Ho believed that inllnonco was 
still growing aud it would bo more pow- 
erful for good at the close of the century 
than it was at tho commencement. 

London, Aug. '27. — A correspondent at 
Sistova telegraphs on Monday as follows: 
Fighting is still going on in front of 
Schipka pass. Eodetsky continues to 
maintain his grounds although his losses 
»ro serious. I hold to my conviction that 
Schipka is safe and that thus defeated the 
great strrtegetio scheme of tho Turkish 
leaders to h«n the "Russinus with a large 
ieledepont iu Bulgaria with tho ultinmte 
intent of driving them over tho Danube. 
Tho naxt few days will bo full 
of interest. These past I shall 
expect the liussians to tako tho 
initatiye in a vigorous offensive poli- 
cy on both flanks and so relioTo them- 
selvei from existing pressnre, and having 
done BO pursue theil design of sweeping 
tho country north of the Balkans clear of 
the Turkish armies. The spirit aud con- 
dition of tho Russian soldiers arc higlily 
satisfactory. I'liey may bo relied upou 
to fight the good fight. Tho telegram 
concludes that there aro iudioutious of 
important diplomatic matters in progress 
A correspondent at Kurak njaya telo 
graphing Sunday gives fuller details of 
Saturday's battle. Ho says tho heights 
of Kiziltepe, which were captured by tho 
Turks, were only hold by one Russian 
battalion. The Turks swarmed upon tho 
mountains protected by siege guns, which 
they used with terrible elFect. Thoy 
mt^de a desperate flank movement from 
the direction of Kars to capture Kurak 
Dara. Tho EusHians had their tents load- 
ed and on wagons ready to move, but by 
tho perfect diaciplino and admirable man 
ogemont of tlio officers, together witli 
fierce fighting, saved the day. Tlio in- 
fantry contest at Southation villngo anil 
fort was terrible, the Turks retiring at 
sundown with heavy losses. 

A corrosnondent states that tho h'Us 
around Kclii|jka aro covered with Turkish 
bodies, and that their loss has already 
been as great as that of tlio liussians at 
Plevna.

Suspension Tramway and Railway. 

Messrs. Jonoph Sprattand A. R. Howse, 
of this city, have recently received letters 

patent for tho .above invention. It con- 
sists in a combination of travelers run- 
ning on a single lino of rail supported on 
trestles, and of cnrs or trucks hung to the 
travelers by means of bent lovers and 
counterpoises, so that tho running gear is 
alwoys kept in a vertical position, while 
tho cars or trucks are prevented from 
striking against the framework. The ob- 
ject of the invention is to construct rnil 
or tramways in such a manner that tho 
cars will not bo impeded in heavily tim 
berod countries, or in countries subject 
to deep snow, and will render the remov- 
al of stumps, rocks or other obstaoles un- 
necessary. Tho putonteoB claim the fol- 
lowing advantagoa: That as this railway 
can bo built with rough logs or other 
cheap material, it is constructed at consi- 
derably loss cost than uuy other kind, 
and is adapted for locomotive, wiro-ro)iQ 
or horse power; that it can bo constructed 
through canons, and boats lifted (without 
shifting oargoes) past rapid waters and 
carried along the line to any point where 
thoy can bo safely lowered and used again 
as bout.s; that it can bo used for passau- 
gor or trallic, and by having carriages or 
cars of uniform avM (r.ueh as aro employ- 
ed on ordinary road trallic) tho ca':s can 
bo lifted from tho carriages, taken along 
tho line, thon lowered to similar carriages 
and drawn by horses to their destination 
without disturbing tho load. It will also 
be found a cheap and expeditious mode 
of Kliipiiiiig coals or other mining pro- 
ducts. 

The San Juau Frospectiag Parties. 

Two Indians arrived from the San Juan 

River diggings yesterday, bringing a 
lottor from Mr. W. llalpcnny to this 
ofliee.

Mr. ilulpeuny says that only 
20 miles of trail will bo neco.ssary and 
urges iu tho strongest terms that tho Gov- 
ernment or tho busiuess men of Victoria 
should undertake tho work. The cost 
would be small in comparison with the 
bonetlt that would be reaped from tho 
discovi-ry of iiayin.:^ diggings in the south- 
ern portion of the Island.

]'ji>iT0it CoiiONiBT:— First, I must brief- 
ly notice Cajitain Cooper's polilo and 
cloverly devised lottor in Tiik Colonist 
of tho 20th iust. Thoruiu tho Captain, in 
true ".Sir Oraclo" fashion, declines dis- 
cuMsiugiu "a newspaper controversy" his 
uldisant "uuussaible" position as to tho 
fitness of the western Haro Channel for 
navigation by night, and in fog or storm 
by tho largest sailing ships or steamors. 
Railway routes, and tho comparative mer- 
its of hailjors, as projected termini, being 
tho chief subjects of hia letter to tho Gov- 
crnor-Goueral; this is what bis assertions 
therein must moau. They can have no 
other plain meaning. 

The words in the communication to 
His Excellency, (re the Haro Channels,) 
"through both of which, any sized ship 
could puBs" being without the slightest 
qualilieatiou as to times or seasons, it 
must be obvious to a gentleman ofCaptain 
Cooper's well known aoutonoss that ho 
cannot get off by tho hackneyed expedient, 
the btate strategy, ef imputing obtuseness 
to his controversial antagonist and im- 
plying thot his own meaning has hence 
been misunderstood. In this matter tho 
good Captain's zoal seems to have outrun 
his discretion. 

Tho availability, for shipping, of any 
inland channel, has to bo judgud of, not, 
as it may bo, under summer skies with 
smooth sens, but, as it presents under the 
worst oonditions of weather and darkness, 
known to occur in the locality; just as the 
strength of a hawser or chain cable — can- 
not safoly bo reckoned us greater than is 
tho resisting power of its weakest part. 
That Captain Cooper's ussortions us to the 
cliannol iu question arc (juito untenable, 
has in my last, been domoustratod as well 
by reference, to the highest authorities 
in print, as by mention offucts, vcrifiHble 
by every shi]imaster and pilot acquainted 
with our inland waters from Clover Point 
to Nanaiino. 

Ab to tho good Captain's pleasantry 
about my having a "nautical ally," I glad- 
ly avow having had not merely one, but 
many eucb, — men of varied position, ex- 
perience and nationality, with whom I 
have often boon conferring since in 1870- 
71, tho investigation, forming the subject 
of these letters, was commenood. Such 
of thoso worthy persons, as are still "to 
tho fore" and happen to be here, concur 
in tho estimate of tho Western Haro Chan- 
nel presented in my last.

From the valuable appendix V. of Mr. 
]'''l«niiiig'« oft cited report p. 'M\i quota- 
tion is now made out of a documunt onti- 
tlod "Statement by Captain John Devor- 
cux rosDeoting harbors in the Straits of 
Georgia, and on tho West Coast of Van- 
couver Island." 

Capt. Devorcaux, long and favorably 
known in Victoria, is tin only master- 
mariner resident iu tho Province, who, in 
addition to a practical knowledge of this 
ooast acquired iu command of cou.'iting 
steamsrs, has brought to bear m the 
quoction of sea routes to tho ])rojoetod 
westorn termini of theO. P. R. K. a most 
useful insight, gained by years of service 
as an ollicor in tho ocean mail etoainers of 
thn Old Country. Somo of my nautical 
allies havo had oxporionco iu Her Majes- 
ty's navy, in command of ooasting atonm- 
era and of ocean-going sailing ships as 
well as of coasters and pilot boats. 

"liurrard Ir.lot (Devorcaux states) Ims a 
nafi' and coinmodious anchorage two miioH 
inside tho first narrows at Conl Harbor, 
also another seven miles inside tho second 
narrows at Port Moody, twelve miles from 
thn entrance; but there is one great ob- 
jection to either of these places, viz: both 
tho first and the second narrows respeot- 
ivcily aro but about about ft cablo and a- 
half wide, tbrouKh which tho tide runs 
about uino knots an hour, creating whirls 
and eddios nnd rondoring it unsafe for 
largo steamers to outer or leave port at 
night, or at certain stages of the tide, 
leaving out altogether iutorrnption by 
fogs and thick weather, which occur more 
freciuontly insidi; than out." 

Next is tho outer harbor of Burrard In- 
let, known as English Bay; there, at a 
place marked on tho chart asGovernmeut 
Reserve, is n good anchorage with every 
facility for u. breakwater, or even docks, 
both wot and dry, nnd by erecting a light- 
houHQ on Passage Island, entianoo to 
Howe Sound, ono on ICust Point, ono on 
TiiinTwin I'oint and another on Discov- 
ery Island, the largest sliips in tho wor' 1 
might be conducted thither in safety; bui. 
thoro are three months in the your, viz: 
from part of August to the same timo in 
NoTember, when this ooast is snbjoot to 



dense fogs, rendering It uns-afe, if not ut 
terly impossible to navigate Haro Strait 
and tho Gulf of Georgia with large steam- 
ers such us tho Royal Mail, Cuiiard, and 
Pacific Mail Comjiany's Hhijis." 

This point will, I think, bo conceded 
by r.U who know anything about auch 
.•;hi)is, nnd tho straits in question where 
the tide runs from four to six knots an 
hour, wiih boiling rips and overfalls, 
narrow channels and outlying reefs, deop 
•water, and no anchorage that could bo 
reached in suoh weather; and to stop a 
steamer in such a plight would simply 
mean to tho inurinortolosohia reokoning, 
as he would bo carried oil' by tho tide and 
not know whither to go. On tho other 
hand if tho engines of a large ship were 
kept going like those of the small steam- 
ers on this coastshe would neither answer 
to her holm nor turn astern quick enough 
to avoid running ashore, as it frequently 
huiipens tho fogs are so dense haro that 
lanil caiiii'jt bo soon one hundred vards 
oil." 

Tho eastern llaro or boundary ohannol 
is the ono referred to in tho foregoing 
quotation from Captain Deveroaux. Its 
depth whore ships must pass is from sixty 
to ona liuudro^ and eighty fathoms, and 
its anchorages, diiliciilt of approach in 
thick weather, do not afford swinging 
room enough lor ships of from three to 
four thousand tons burthen. Such as 
these, and larger craft, will in "the good 
timo coming, ' bo resorting to the terminal 
harbor, if(iuito accessible at all eeasoua 
from the oooun. If otherwise, thoir des- 
tination may bo to American ports; for 
cominorco over seeks tho safest routes, 
mill thoso whero delay need not ho in- 
curred from any bud weather short of 
hurricanes, or from other causes such as 
waiting for tides, for daylight or for lift- 
ing of fcig. 

About eight hundred tons may be con- 
sidured as t lie average size of lumber shiija 
now going to tho Inlet. .\ few of from 
twelve to sixteen hundred tons have been 
thoro. 

In tho eaHlorn Uaro Strait, bstweon 
Wiupoint, Stuart's Island, U.S.A., and 
Cooper's Reef, B.N. A., ships would havo 
to pass within loss than two miles of pos- 
sibly hostile batteries. 

What has been or may be statod about 
Burrard Inlet and its approaches from 
Royal Roads cannot disparage tho present 
umlisputod commercial importance of 
that place as tho sito of two largo saw- 
mills. 

The statements are set forth simply in 
view of the possible purposes for which 
this iiil(!t miglit bo selected. They receive 
tho strongest conlirmution from Staff 
Cummander i'endcr, R N., who in ono 
pithy Boutenco thus sumr.-.arises hia 
opinion in reply to Mr. Fleming's lust 
and twenty-eighth question: "For reasons 
given (says Commander Pender, p. 300, 
report (.uted) in No. 27, Burrard .juilet is 
in my opinion preferable to either of the 
})lace8 named (tho other sis moinland in- 
lets inquired about by Mr. Fleming, T.;) 
it -is also the most easy of access from the 
ocean, dlt mvkn iiicui; tue itisKS axtbnd-

In his letter to the Governor General 
Captain Coojier forcibly dilates on the 
manifold risks to be incurred "in a gale of 
wind aud thick weather" off Milbank 
Sound, or thence to Kiimsquot, head of 
Dean's Canal, "by a steamer having on 
board Iler Majesty's mails and probably 
several hundred ijassongers bound east" 
"with scarcely an anchorage for tho whole 
distauco that tho commander of a valu- 
able steamship would risk his ship to 
swing in." "It is (luestionablo (adds the 
Captain) whether any insurance ofiicos 
would take tho risl; on such navigation." 

Outside ^lilbank Souud such a ship in 
stormy weather might get to soa. Inside 
her plight would be uiisufo indeed. At 
tho best there would bo serious and vexa- 
tious delay, causing passengers to chafe 
and to declaim against such a dangorous 
routo. 

And now with n deep sense of thoir im- 
portanco, and with duo regard to Imperial 
or in other words, general, interests, let 
mo askOaptain Cooper, how it would fare 
with his large mail steamship in a S. E. 
galo and thick weather, or, in ono of our 
long enduring and densest autumnal fogs, 
HupiiHsiiig her course to be from Trial 
Island, Ilaro Straits to Burrard Inlot. 
W«uld not her risks be nearly us great in 
tho latter direction as in tho former? Ac- 
cording to tho quotation just made from 
Commander Pender's evidence and to 
morchant-senmon recently consulted by 
•.ue, they certainly would. Such u large 
mail steiimer as is menlioncd, would ne-

Again, supposing our transoontiuontal 
railway to terminate so far from tho ocean 
us at Burrard lulot, how many casualties 
to ocean steamers or large sailing ships, 
how many alarms and narrow escapes, 
how many oven of annoying detentions 
involving, no one could tell, how much 
lo.is to tho diver.ic large interests at stake, 
how many of such mishapa could occur 
on this lino, without inevitably divortiug 
l-assonger and goods IruHio, express busi- 
ness, correspondonoe, and every thing else 
from East and West, to foreign railway 
((umini on or near tlio I^ican Straits?

AUTUMNAL FOOS. 

The ]irevalenco of fogs on this coast in 
autumn is in thair answers dwelt upon by 
Admiral Richards and Stall'-Comuiandor 
Pondor. It is also noticed , 1 think, by 
Cui<tain Cator. In Sisptembor, ISGS, 
coasting steamers were by fog for ton days 
oonliiu'd to Victoria harbor. In. Novem- 
ber, ISd'.l. .',s nearly as I can ascertain, 
several steamers were fog bound in Nan- 
aimo harbor, and annuigst others tho "old 
Boavor," in which Coiumnnder Pondor, 
R.N., was thon bringing to a closo his 
valuable labors on this coast. At this time 
the commander of an ocean-going Ameri- 
can steamer, doubtless more pressed for 
lime than the others, ventured out first, 
and wriHikedhis boat. The shipwtock was 
omitted iu the iletail giv(ni in a former 
letter of casualties on tho routo from Roy- 
al Boads to Nanaimo. 

niVAIi POREION RAILWAY ROUTES. 

Whether British and Americans are 
liereaftiu' always to he friends is hoyond 
human ken. Often the unexpeett-d hap- 
poas iu national, as will as in individual 
affairs. Tho future being hidden, duo 
precaution in solonting the railway route 
and terminns on strategical ooDBidcrntion 
should bo exercised by those having the 
guidance of Imperial interests iu this 
([uurter of the world. .A nu ri-'ans and I'^ug- 
lisli have long been keen CDinnu'rcial riv- 
als and are likely to I'oiitiiiue so, Not- 
withstanding this, aud the irrititions it 
usually engenders, thoy havo lately, like 
sensible kinsmen, become batter friends.

OinBR AMBKIOAK POBTS IN WASHHIOTOH 
TERMTOBT. 

Afewyears ogo American capitalists 
projected the North .I'acilio Railway to 
connect with linos in tho East. They ex- 
plored extensively in Washington Terri- 
tory, findiug the most favorable opening 
through tho Cascade Mountains at Sno- 
quahmi Puss; and their terminal point at 
Uolmos' harbor, sixty miles southeasterly 
of Port Angeles, nnd facing on the east- 
ern, or more inland shore of Whidby Is- 
land. 

Land at and around this locality of 
course rose greatly in value. For tho 
sake of reaching this harbor, it was then 
proposed to bring tho railway, by a long 
circuit, north to. opposite Fidulgo Island, 
thither by bridge, thence south, and by 
bridge across Deoeption Pass to Whidby 
Island, and on to Hnlraos' harbor, which 
was, by a short ship canal, to be connect- 
ed with Admiralty Inlet, tho straight, and 
comparatively sufo, Bouthorn furcation of 
DeFuca Strait. 

A point in somo degree suitable might 
perhaps havo been found at Mukiltoo, or 
else whero on Possession Sound, in a west- 
erly and more direct conrso from the Cas- 
cade mountain pass; and, on tho mainland 
shore, are Sominhmoo, Birch, and Belling- 
bam Bays, oil liko Burrard Inlot (B. ) 
separated from tho Fucan Strait by the 
islands of tho Haro Archipelago. From 
the nearest to the Strait of these, Beliing- 
ham Bay, where, Bays the W.T. Pilot, the 
anchorages are "from 4 to 20 fatho...B in 
good sticky bottom," coal bus in sailing 
vessels been for years exported. Tho cap- 
italists mentioned novortheless seem to 
have been resolved to got to the east 
shore harbor, most accessible from the 
Fuean Straits, and tho costly operations 
contemplated, in order to compass this 
end, clearly indicate the paramount im- 
portance attaohed to it. 

If it be of extreme consequence to Am- 
ericans to have railways from tho East 
terminate on the Koabo-ird at tho jjoints 
most uccossiblo from the Pacific Ocean, 
must it not, in equal measure, bo so, Mr. 
Editor, for the wide spread British peo- 
ple._ The whole Emiiire is interested in 
having the best selection made.
